SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Public Utilities
24-107.

THE COMMISSION MAY ENTER ON REAL PROPERTY, THE COMMON AREA
OF A MULTIFAMILY BUILDING, OR A COMMERCIAL BUILDING THAT HAS A
CONNECTION WITH THE WATER SUPPLY OR SEWER SYSTEM UNDER THE
JURISDICTION OF THE COMMISSION AT A REASONABLE TIME TO POST A NOTICE
ON OR NEAR THE ENTRY DOOR OF THE BUILDING OR UNIT THAT WOULD INFORM

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2011.
